a deposit book calling for $260 on the 
Salem Savings bank. Prom Salem she 
moved to Chicopee, where she saved 
|360 (o put in the Chloopee Palls Sav- 
ings bank.

Two deputy sheriffs who came to 


Springfield In pursuit of the two men 
said' thai Mrs. Marok was In a criti- 
cal condition In the Bridgeport hos- 
pital. 


Marok and Laskl were held on a 


technical charge of being fugitives 
from justice.

ties/al Springfield the story charged 
against the two men runs thus: 


Marok and Laskl found out that

trunk,

Washington, 
Jan. 18.—Joaquim 


Nabuco, Ambassador of the republic 
of Brazil to the United States, died 
at his home In Lafayette place Mon- 
day. 
He had represented his gov- 


ernment here since May, 1905. 


Joaquim Nabuco became well and 


widely 
known 
during the 
several 


years he was stationed at Washing- 
ton. 
He was a conspicuous and In- 


teresting figure In 
the 
diplomatic 


circle at Washington, as he was be- 
fore his appointment to this post a 
conspicuous and interesting figure In 
the political circle of Brazil, in thu 
history of which country his family 
for four generations has played an 
Important 
part, 
his 
father, 
his 


grandfather and 
his 
great-graml- 


uncle having served as senators ir; 
the Brazilian parliament. 


On the death of his .father, 
au 


ardent supporter of Doin Pedro II, 
Nabuco was elected to succeed him 
as senator in the Brazilian parlia- 
ment, where his service will ho al- 
ways memorable for the part he took 
in bringing about the 
abolition 
of 


slavery, a mission that entirely ob- 
sessed him from 1878, when he first 
Interested himself in the measure, 
until 1888, when it was finally ac- 
complished, 
and 
accomplished 
at 


great cost to the 
Royalists, for 
II 


preceded and was In part responsible 
for the downfall of the monarchy and 
the establishment of the republic. 


With the latter event Nabuco, who 


was unreconciled to the new govern- 
ment and hoped for the re-establish- 
ment of the monarchy, retired from 
politics and devoted himself to lit- 
erature, writing in the next ten years 
a number of volumes. As the yearf 
went by the most ardent Brazilian 
Loyalists were' compelled to admit 
that the republic would never be 
dislodged, and the supporters of Don] 
Pedro gradually came Into the camp 
of the republic, laid down their arms, 
swore fealty, and some of 
them, 


Nabuco aiilbng the number, entered 
her service. 


His first billet under the new re- 


gime was as a special advocate for 
Brazil In her controversy with Greal

.boundaries, when the King of Italy 
acted as arbitrator. 
Nabuco's liter- 


ary work In this connection consists 
of seventeen folio volumes, written 
In French, with a large atlas.

later to Washington and promoted to 
ambassador, the .first agent of that 
rank ever accorded by Brazil to any 
country. 
, There were no questions of tre- 
mendous Import between this coun- 
try and Brazil, yet Xabuco's nseful- 
nesss at the American capital can 
hardly he overestimated. 
1 .Mr. Nabuco's work, both in di- 
plomacy and literature, was recog- 
nized and rewarded.

but other countries

evidenced their approval of his ac- 
complishment, and societies and in- 
stitutions the world 
over 
honored 


him with degrees and decorations. 


The universal approbation of his 


endeavors to bring about the aboli- 
tion of slavery was, however, more 
grateful to him' than all the other 
honor's he received, for this object 
•was the passion of his youth, which

thusiasm and to which he gave the 
best there was In him.

SURPRISES ARE BUT FEW 


Liberals Certain to Retain Power, a: 


Places Which Have Not Yet Polled 
Will Go Solidly In Their Favor- 


Many State Officials Had to Put Up 


Hard Fight—Burns Is Returned to 


Office by increased Majority 


London, Jan. 18.—At the conclu- 


sion of Monday's polling In the gener- 
al elections the parties stood as fol- 
lows: 'Unionists, 92; Liberals, 77; 
Labbrites, 16; Nationalists, 13. Net 
gain for the Unionists, 29. 


The government fared much bet- 


ter than their most ardent supporters 
expected. 
The Unionists gained 19 


seats, the Liberals four and the La- 
borites one, making a net gain for 
the Unionists for the day of 14, one 
less than they gained at fewer elec- 
tions oh Saturday. 


This practically assures the return 


of the Liberals to power with a fair 
majority, for among the places still 
to poll are those in 
Scotland and 


Wales, which are always solidly Lib- 
eral. 


There cannot be said to have been 


many surprises. 
Some expected that 


John Burns, president of the local 
government board, would be defeat- 
ed, but pessimism has been present iu 
every election since Burns has been 
a candidate. 


Other state officials who had to 


fight for their seats and were suc- 
cessful, were Augustin Birrell, chief 
secretary for Ireland, C. E. Hob- 
bouse, financial . secretary 
to 
the 


treasury, and T. J. MacNamara1, sec- 
retary to the admiralty. 
Their ma- 


jorities were considerably reduced. 


In tact this happened all through 


the country, tha huge majorities se- 
cured In 1900 showing big reductions 
in almost all cases. Indeed, many of 
the Liberals who became members of 
the house of commona by grace oi 
the landslide that year, have been 
sent back to private life. 


Polling will take place today for 46 


members, 14 In London and 32 in the 
provinces. 


John 
Burns of Battersea comes 


back to parliament with flying colors. 
Although in the great landslide of 
1906 he won by 1600 votes, his nor- 
mal majority is about 200, and In 
Monday's hard-fought battle he beat 
A. S. Benn, the Unionist, by 565. 


Defeat 
has 
been 
predicted 
for 


"Honest" John perenially during the 
past decade, 
and 
Burns 
and his 


friends were considerably frightened 
this year. Since the most picturesque 
figure In Westminster was sent to the 
house of commons by the enthusiastic 
support of the worklngmen and So- 
cialists of his home district as their 
spokesman, and since he held posi- 
tions of increased responsibility he 
has gradually outgrown his old radical 
ideas.

John Burns of today is a vastly dif- 


ferent politician from the old John 
Burns, who exhorted the working- 
men in Trafalgar 
square to rise 


against the police. 
He has become 


one of the most conservative of Lib- 
erals . 


John Burns has so far outlived his 


famous dictum that no man can hon- 
estly earn more than $2500 yearly. 
He holds a {10,000 position and is 
likely to be promoted to a $25,000 
position, although his style of living 
remains as modent as ever.
